against a U.S. airline in Europe 
remained in force on Thursday, al- 
though a White House spokesman 
in Washington sought to ease trav- 
elers' fears by saying that every* 
thing possible was being done to 
ensure their safety. 

U.S. officials confirmed that the 
Federal Aviation Administration 
issued a warning a week ago about 
possible terrorist action against a 
US. airline but refused 10 discuss 
details, saying this would compro- 
mise security. 

In London, the Daily Express 
newspaper said the U.S, aviation 
agency had warned that three ter- 
rorists, who were identified, would 
try to hijack a U.S. plane during the 
Easter vacation. 

The White House spokesman. 
Marlin Fitzwater, said the warning 
was “ similar to many, many similar 
kinds of information and security 
bulletins that go oul” 

Responding to reports in Lon- 
don that the notice had been given 
to U.S. diplomatic and military 
personnel while the public bad 
been kept in the dark, Mr. Fitz- 
water sartl, “It was not given to any 
miHtaiy or diplomatic personna 
but rather just to security experts at 
aviation airports and aiihnes." 

A warning preceded the crash of 
a Pan American World Airlines 
jumbo jet on Dec. 21 in Lockerbie, 
Scotland. The warning was posted 
in the U.S. Embassy in Moscow but 
not passed on to the public at large, 
something that has been bitterly 
criticized by many of the relatives 
of those killed in the bombing of 
the plane. The crash killed 259 peo- 
ple on thejel and 1 1 on the ground. 

Mr. Fitzwater said the new no- 
tice did not mention any specific 
time period, like Easter, nor did it 
specify any airline or aiiport. 

A White House statement said 
travel as “should be confident' that 
all reasonable precautions are be- 
ing taken" to ensure their safety. 

A US Embassy official in Lon- 
don said the March 17 warning had 
been immediately relayed to the 
British Department of Transport, 
as well as to U.S. airlines. S imilar 
action was taken in other European 
countries to which the advisory was 
sent. Pan Am and Trans World 
Airlines both confirmed that warn- 
ings had been received but declined 
to comment further. 

Basing its report on what ap- 
peared to be a Department of 
Transport memorandum written in 
response to the U.S. warning, the 
Daily Express said security staff 
had been told to be on the alert for 
three Palestinians traveling on 
forged or altered passports of Paki- 
stan. Bahrain and North Yemen. 

The newspaper said security 
staff had been instructed to refer 
single adult passengers tra veling on 
those passports to supervisors.

The 
takeover, which would be Britain’s 
biggest values Gold Fields at £32 
billion ($53 billion).

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Ahead of the Pack: Bonn’s Ostpolitik Pays Off in Hungary

BUDAPEST — By his candor, a Hun- 
garian party leader dumbfounded an au- 
dience of Western officials exploring 
Hungary’s interest in broader ties with 
West European nations when he said: 
“We would welcome France and other 
countries doing more here, but not at the 
price of jeopardizing our involvement 
with West Germany." 

The surprise of the officials was only at 
bearing aloud what they had already con- 
cluded themselves: that West Germany is 
the only Western game around in Hunga- 
ry and. to varying degrees, in other East 
European countries. 

West German influence — based on 
cultural proximity, business contacts 
and, above all. financial clout — has 
become omnipresent. The chances of 
West Germany's presence in Hungary 
being matched by the rest of Europe, 
combined, are very remote, the officials 
added, despite widespread rhetoric about 
a harmonized “European” approach to 
the East. 

The Bonn government presents its 


growing East European role as a division 
of labor within die Western alliance. 
West Germany, officials explain, is am- 
ply in the lead in pressing policy ap- 
proaches favored by all the allies in fos- 
tering gradual peaceful liberalization in 
Soviet satellites. 

But a West German official in his own 
moment of candor, acknowledged that 


Bonn was also pursuing “a policy of 
national power" in its ties with its East 


national power" in its ties with its East 
European neighbors. None of the offi- 
cials could be identified because they 
were talking in closed sessions of an East- 
West meeting sponsored by the Aspen 
Institute of Benin. 

In its actions in Eastern Europe, a U.S. 
analyst told the meeting. West Germany 
tends to be more cautious than France or 
the United States, putting rite emphasis 
on s lability and often subsidizing the 
status quo. 

"But the dominant fact is that West 
Germany’s role dwarfs all the others," he 
added. 

West German involvement in Hungar- 
ian life is inescapable. When Hungarians 
think of hard currency, they count in 
Deutsche marks; when they speak a for- 


eign language, it is almost invariably 
German. West Germany has nearly 200 
joint ventures in Hung ary, compared 
with 20 similar enterprises in Hungary 
involving U.S. firms, 6 with French rams 
and a dozen with Japanese firms. It takes 
four weeks for France to issue a visa for a 
Hungarian: Hungarians can travel to 
West Germany without a visa. 

This unique ascendancy is rooted in a 
history of German leadership in Eastern 
Europe, a history often compared to U.S. 
penetration in Latin America or French 
dominion in Africa. Germans have done 
business with the East for centuries, and 
Budapest formed with Vienna the axis of 
the Austro-Hungarian empire until 
World War I. 

More than 200,000 ethnic Germans 
live in Hungary today. 

The interlude of anti-German feeling 
after World War II has disappeared, as 
West Germany opened to the East with 
Ostpolitik in the late 1960s and became a 
source of help for Communist govern- 
ments and for ordinary people. 

Money is still the key to West German 
influence. In 1987, Hungary had a na- 
tional emergency when Japan, which 


holds 40 percent of the Hungarian na- 
tional debt, canceled plans for new loans. 
The Hungarian government, facing 
bankruptcy, turned to a West German 
bank for a fresh credits, only to be told 
that, in view of Hungary’s national debt, 
the highest per capita in the East bloc, 
250 million DM was the maximum to 
expect

As Economy Grew , the Rich Got Richer and the Poor Poorer

WASHINGTON — The gap between 
the rich and the poor in the United States 
is widening, judging from new congres- 
sional data 

Taking inflation into account, the 
mean family income of the poorest fifth 
of the population declined by 6.1 percent 
from 1979 to 1987, while the highest-paid 
Americans saw family income rise 11.1 
percent 

This and other data gathered for the 
House Ways and Means Committee's an- 
nual report on federal assistance pro- 
grams mat it oversees illustrate trends 
that are “mimical to the health of a -de- 
mocracy,” said Representative Thomas J. 
Downey, Democrat of New York. 


Mr. Downey, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee on Human Resources, said that 
although the growing disparity had been 
mated by circumstances beyond the 
government's control “the invisible hand 
of the marketplace has got to be tem- 
pered by the just hand of government.’’ 

The Ways and Means staff said 1979 
and 1987 were used in the study because 
both were peak years of strong economic 
growth. 

The study, made public on Wednes- 
day, found that the mean family »»***"« 
of the poorest one-fifth of the population 
dropped from 55,439 in 1979 to SS.107 in 
1987. In that same period, the family 
income of the top fifth increased to 
568,775 from 561.917. 

To make the figures comparable de- 


spite inflation, they are all expressed in 
constant 1987 dollars. 

The report found that family 
income overall increased by 5.6 percent, 
from $27,917 in 1979 to $29,487 in 1987. 

Changes in personal income in the pe- 
riod were greater than the change* in 
faintly income. Personal income of those 
in the poorest oae-fifth of the population 
declined by 9.8 percent from 1979 to 
1987/ according to the study. For the 
richest one-fifth of the population, per- 
sonal income rose 15.6 percent 

Mr. Downey said the growing gap be- 
tween rich and poor could lead to social 
dislocation, including increased crime 
and drug abuse. 

“You’re not going to have enough 
locks on the doors or police in the street 
to protect yon from a generation of poo- 


plewho are not pan of the mainstream of 
American economic fife,” the congress- 
man said. 

The chief economist erf the Ways and 
Means Committee, Wendell Primus, said 
nongovernmental factors that contribut- 
ed to the disparity. “There are a lot erf 
forces at work out there,” be said. These 
included changes in family composition 
and wage distribution, he said. 

Those in the upper income levels were 
aided by the increasing number of wom- 
en, who along with their husbands are 
earning relatively high incomes. 

The poor were affected by the fact that 
“more jobs now pay poverty level wages 
or below,” Mr. Primus said. 

Changes in family structure also ac- 
counted for the worsening plight of the 
poorest of the poor, be said. “In the 


1960s, between conception and birth, it 
was a lot more likely that a marriage 
would occur,” he said. 

In I960, 0.4 percent of all children 
under 18 lived with a never-married par- 
ent. In 1970, it was 0.8 percent, and in 
1980 it was 2.9 percent In 1987, 6.8 
patent of children under 18 live with a 
never-married parent 

The study’s income figures include So- 
cial Security payments, food stamps, un- 
employment insurance and other govern- 
ment cash benefits.

The announcement in Utah, by

drogen” inside a crystal of palladi- 
um, a reaction never before seen. 

It is 
interesting stience, because no one 
anywhere has observed a fusion re- 
action inriHa a solid before,” said 
Steve Dean, of Fusion Power Asso- 
ciates, a nndear industry associa- 
tion. “I think the announcement is 
completely overblown.”

Bush administration officials

THE EMPEROR STILL REIGNS SUPREME 
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Soviets Are Willing 
To Publicize Test Data, 
But U.S. Urges Secrecy

WASHINGTON — In an un- 
usual twist, Soviet officials have 
told the United Slates that Moscow 
is willing to make public data from 
two underground unclear testing 
experiments conducted this sum- 
mer, US. officials ray. 

But the United States opposes 
the release of the information. 

The data involve measurements 
made by both sides of the nuclear 
blasts in the Soviet republic of Ka- 
zakhstan and in Nereda. The ex- 
periments were conducted to dem- 
onstrate on-site verification 
techniques for two 1970s treaties 
that limit the size of underground 
atomic explosions. 

U.S. and Soviet officials have al- 
ready racchangird tins and other 
data under the teems of a U.S.- 
Soviet agreement concluded at the 
Moscow summit meeting last year. 
But the agreement specifies that the 
data cannot be publicly released 
without mutual agreement. 

The Soviet openness on the nu- 
clear testing issue puts the United 
States in an awkward position, with 
the administration keeping from its 
own people information already 
given to the Soviet Union. 

It also makes it diffic ult for the 
administration to maintain that the 
public disclosure would violate 
diplomatic confidentiality when 
the Soviets have indicated that they 
favor the release of the data. 

The administration contends 
that the info rmation could be mis- 
used by critics to press the United 
Stales to soften its deman ds on 
testing verification. 

-■ Critics ray the adminis tration is 
afraid to release the data because 
they raise valid questions about the 
U.S. approach cm verification and 
administration charges of posable 
Soviet violations of testing limits. 

Two American public interest 
groups have filed a lawsuit de- 
manding that the administration 
release the information. 

Moscow's willingness to make 
the data public was conveyed to 
U.S. officials late last year jjy Igor 
M. Palanykh, the chief Soviet rep- 
resentative to U-S--Soviel talks on 
nuclear testing verification, accord- 
ing to U.S. officials who asked not 
to be identified 

During the two nuclear testing 
experiments, each side measured 
the size of the nuclear blasts using 
an approach called Contest, in 
which a cable is placed in a hole 
dose to the blast. Both rides also 
made seismic measurements far 
from the test rite. 

The United States says that the 
on-site Corrtcx approach is the best 
way to monitor com pliance with 
testing limits. It has proposed that 


each side have the right to conduct 
(his type of on-site measurement 
for all underground nuclear tests 
that are greater than 50 kilo tons. 

But the Russians have contended 
that only a limited number of on- 
site measurements should be taken 
as a way of assuring the accuracy of 
traditional seismic measurements. 

The administration says the 
main purpose of the experiments is 
to show ihat on-rite measurements 
can be made without compromis- 
ing military secrets. 

G Paul Robinson, chief UJ5. ne- 
gotiator, said in a declaration to a 
U.S. district court that the United 
States would not favor the release 
of the information at this time even 
if the Russians agreed because it 
might limit the range of options 
and tactics used by U5. negotia- 
tors in the testing talks. 

S. Jacob Scherr, senior staff at- 
torney for the Natural Resources 
Defense Council which has joined 
the Lawyers Alliance for Nuclear 
Aims Control in filing a lawsuit 
seeking the release of the data, dis- 
puted these arguments. 

He said the release of the infor- 
mation would help American scien-

As Secretaty of State James Baker search- 
es for useful diplomatic initiatives, let h jpi 
consider South Africa. Ever since its 
president, P, W. Botha, resigned in January 
as leader of the ruling National Party, new 
voices — including the Soviet Union's — 
have called for a political solution to racial 
strife. By lending bis weight to the ta*k, Mr. 
Baker could nudge South Africans toward 
negotiations and posuade the U.S. fVmgny 
to keep new and harsher sanctions chi hold. 

The avowed purpose of sanctions is to 
hasten the end of apartheid and promote 
multiracial talks on a new constitution. One 
obstacle has been Pretoria's refusal to release 
political prisoners, notably Nelson Mandela, 
leader of the African National Congress. 
Fearing a backlash from apartheid-forever 
hard-liners, Mr. Botha could not bring him - 
sdf to open jails, despite mgings from con- 
servative friends Hke Margaret Thatcher. 

Now all is in flux. The National Party 
rejected Mr. Botha's candidate for its leader- 
ship, choosing instead the education minis- 
ter, F. W. de Klerk. While Mr. Botha, furi- 
ous, still serves as president, Mr. de Klerk 
talks of ending the stalemate on negotiations 
with blacks. The dear gainers are party mod- 
erates. who bold the balance of power. 
r There is no reason to believe that Mr. de 
Klerk has any intention of surrendering 
white control of South Africa. But, in con- 


trast to old-timers like Mr. Botha, he seems 
actually to listen to white dissenters — 
among than his older brother, an outspo- 
ken liberal. It is conceivable that he may 
also listen to non whites, including the 
ANC He certainly has more room for ma- 
neuver, thanks u> the dampening of region- 
al conflicts, a depressed economy and shifts 
in Soviet attitudes. 

Mr. Botha's great contribution has been 
to end Pretoria's ware with its black neigh- 
bors. bringing independence to Namibia 
and peace with Angola, including with- 
drawal of Cuban troops. This has given 
South Africa a measure of regional accep- 
tance. And now Soviet officials caution 
against violence and see merit in guarantees 
for whites in any new constitution. That, for 
Moscow, is a major shift. 

Ail this gives Mr. Baker his opportunity. 
South Africa suffers from falling gold 
prices, inflation and lack of investment. 
Western sanctions have plainly hurt. There- 
fore the mere threat of tighter sanctions 
gives Washington leverage for goals like 
freeing prisoners. The trick for Mr. Baker is 
to pereuade Congress not to rush into new 
sanctions while he seeks to play a construc- 
tive role in Pretoria's arguments- If he suc- 
ceeds, Americans could speak, finally, with 
one bipartisan voice on South Africa.

Too Much Inflation 


Inflation is rising in America — not dra- 
matically, but too much to tolerate for long. 
In the hat several months the Consumer 
Price Index has been going up at a rate of 
about 5 percent a year, and that is a little 
too fast for comfort. Part of Ronald Rea- 
gan's luck was the collapse of cril prices in 
1986, which offset (he steady increases in 
other prices and produced, on average, ac- 
ceptable inflation rates in the last years of 
his administration. George Bush cannot 
count on that kind of hick. 

Prices are rising because Americans, as is 
their carefree custom, are spending a little 
more than they ought to. There are two ways 
to remedy that. The president and Congress 
could reduce the deficit with a tax increase 
and push the budget into smplns. That is 
certainly the best and fairest way to do it. 
The alternative is to increase interest rates. 

That can do a lot of damage to businesses 
and to the people they employ. But, since 
progress on the budget is slow, that will 
probably tom out to be the method die 
country actually employs during the coming 
year. In the first five months of tins fiscal 
year the budget deficit has actually been 
naming slightly higher than a year ago. 


It would be possible, of coarse, to let 
inflation keep sliding slowly u p war d for a 
while. Some economists look on inflation as 
a land of grease that reduces friction as the 
wheels turn. But at 5 percent a year it is now 
at the point at which, recent experience 
suggests, it begins to frighten people. Infla- 
tion is nice for people heavily in debt, but it 
is very bad for those who are saving to buy 
homes or to retire. People sometimes fJaim 
that inflation is good for the poor, but the 
past two decades have demonstrated the 
opposite. Many poor people are desperately 
dependent on legislated numbers — the 
minimum wage, for example, and welfare 
allotments — that fell far behind inflation. 
The wealthy, as they showed in those same 
years, have access to the kind of financial 
advice which can protect them. Inflation 
tends to redistribute income upward. 

That is why people consider it unfair. 
Fortunately, this ripple of inflation is not 
likely to go much further. The Federal Re- 
serve Board will see to that Hi gh er interest 
rates are nobody’s first choice, but in the 
absence of action on the budget they are 
probably most people's second choice.

China Runs Into Trouble 


China's ambitious economic reform pro- 
gram is starting to come badly unstack just 
a decade after the country’s emergence 
from Maoist decay. A strong leadership 
should have been able to guide China out of 
trouble. Strong leadership is precisely what 
is lacking in Beijing as the father of reform, 
the octogenarian Deng Xiaoping, shows 
signs of losing his grip and the political 
succession remains uncertain. 

No one will be watching this drama with 
greater interest than the Soviet Union’s 
Mikhail Gorbachev, who last week succeed- 
ed in freeing agriculture from some of its 
tighter ideological controls. 

The Chinese very sensibly started their 
reform program on the land. The Soviets 
did not, and Gorbacbevism is suffering as 
a result. But where Moscow pursued polit- 
ical reform — understanding that a society 
cannot be transformed if it clings to dis- 
credited ways of running a government — 
the Chinese leadership has tried to hold 
the line against dissent. 

The Chinese Communist Party, desper- 
ately in need of sweeping changes, remains 
as rigid and unresponsive as ever. Now, at 
the very time when an inspired response to 
China's difficulties is required, the party 
leadership may be losing its nerve. The 
country is in for a period of deep self- 
examination which may impair China's 
contacts with the world. If this process 
helps to produce younger and more prag- 
matic leaders, the Chinese may benefit. If. 
however, it triggers a backlash against 
those who no longer believe that the party 
is always correct. China is in for more 
trouble than Mr. Deng expected.

Asians Help die Third World 

For sheer doggedness of purpose and 
waste of resources, the seven-year financial 
siege of debt-ridden developing countries 
has made Napoleon's march on Moscow 
seem in comparison a triumph. There may 
be other policies that have done more to 
lame international growth and goodwill, 
but it's hard to think of one. 

Ever since the threat of default became a 
red alert in 1982, insistence by creditors on 
payment in full has stunted some of the 
world’s most promising economies. The 
Philippines today, even after three years of 
steady recovery, remains poorer than it was 
in 1981.Now Nicholas Brady has suggested 
writing off some of the debt: a banking 
heresy for which the new U.S. Treasury 
secretary rates a rousing two cheers. 

The IMF's austerity measures have fos- 
tered popular discontent and rattled gov- 
ernments, two examples being the recent 
riots in Venezuela and the undinunished 
Communist insurgency in the Philippines. 
The export juggernauts that were supposed 
to bring in tons of foreign exchange have 
run into walls of protectionism in the indus- 
trialized countries. Above all the strategy 
has deepened a malignant disparity of 
wealth and opportunities between the haves 
and have-nots. The multiplying debt bur- 
dens have resulted in net transfers of capital 
from the developing world to the rich coun- 
tries: S30 billion in 1987 and growing. 

Reversing that flow is imperative. But it 
is not certain how far Mr. Brady would go 
toward inducing banks to discount the 
debts, nor is it plain that Mr. Bush's White 
House has completely endorsed the idea. 
Beyond that, some mechanism is needed to 
ensure new private lending to the debtors. 

Japan is ready to help, and has bees for 
some time. The Brady bunch's new thinking 
is essentially the same idea that Tokyo got 
shoved back in its face at last year’s IMF 
meeting. America can only gain from losing 
its image as a lull collector, but Japan's 
money will be needed to set this crisis 
straight. It has offered 530 billion as a pool 
to help guarantee discounted debt. 

The greater policy-making clout [that Ja- 

d is likely to win in torn will doubtless 
ier the economic alignment of Asia 
with Latin America and other pans of the 
developing world. Asia as a whole has not 
been directly afflicted by this crisis, but it 
has suffered the loss of potential economic 
partnerships nonetheless. Though some of 
those partners still need to carry on re- 
forms, they will owe a large debt "of grati- 
tude to an Asian-led effort that enables 
them to survive and conceivably thrive.

Malaysia Cam paigns 

To Save Giant Turtles 

Malaysia and the World Wide 
Fund fa Nature began a cam- 
paign or Thursday to save the 
giant leatherback turtle. Kuala 
Lumpur will soon introduce 
bans on toe sale of turtle eggs, 
widely regarded as an aphrodisi- 
ac, and on the use of fishing nets 
that can trap the turtles. Turtle 
hatcheries mid sanctuaries vriH 
be developed. 

The fund's president fa Ma- 
laysia, Mohammed Khir Johaxi, 
said only 40 of toe turtles came 
ashore in toe northeastern state 
of Terengganu to lay eggs last 
year, an “astronom i cal 98 per- 
cent decline" from the 2,000 that 
arrived 20 years ago. 

He said the fund hopes to raise 
, 600,000 ringgit (about $ 220 , 000 ) 
to save tbe giant leatherbacks, 
which weighs as much as half a 
ton with a shell as long as \5 
meters (five feet). 

Leatherback turtles, which 
feed cm jellyfish, often die after 
mistakenly swallowing plastic 
bags. They have been a leading 
tourist attraction in Malaysia for 
decades, but crowds mobbing 
nesting areas have forced many 
of tbe annuals to return to sea 
without laying eggs. This year 
major nesting areas will be 
fenced off. 

Around Asia 

Hong Kong's Mass Transit 
Railway, taking a leaf from To- 
kyo's book, is luring “platform 
assistants” to control passenger 
traffic at rush hour, Coleeu Ger- 
agbty of the International Her- 
ald Tribune reports.

Diamonds and Con Men: 
\ Paris on Eve of 1789

P ARIS — This is a city of trompe 
Toefl, hidden alcoves, false ceilings, 
dead-end passages. It is a city re- 
built on other cities, where a single 
spire rises in a place, bereft of its gigantic 
church, Hire some curious unbalanced 
civic monument, where a 17th-century 
facade may open onto a modem apartment 
bedding, where work by the electricity com- 
pany may pierce unexpectedly into the vault- 
ed rooms of an ancient convent, where street 
names have become opaque, deformed in the 
prudish 19th century to erase traces of hard- 
er but bawdier times. 

And so, amid the endless hoopla over the 
200th anniversary of the French Revolution, 
the dty reveals little about what is bang 
remembered- Gone are many of the dim, 
crowded streets of tin 1780s, the sagging 
houses on the bridges, markets, cemeteries, 
even palaces ana fortresses that were 
stormed. The razing of much of did Paris 
started with Louis XV and went mi under his 
unlucky grandson but was done by no one 
better than the unsentimental Baron Hauss- 
mann serving the countiy’s last monarch. 

Just as Pans has been transformed, so the 
march of events from the crowning of Louis 
XVI to the beheading of thousands of 
French men and women has been endlessly 
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reinterpreted through the cloudy glass of 
modern political thought. 

But travelers should not be burdened with 
diy historical arguments. Travel should be a 
romantic occupation, a visit under the sur- 
face of things, to the life of a dty, past and 
present. There may be no better way to start 
than with the streets and palaces of Alex- 
andre Dumas’s historical novel “Le Collier 
de la Rernc” (The Queen’s Necklace), a tor- 
tuous tale of intrigue and ambition where he 
painted a cold, hungry and dangerous city 
on the eve of revolution — without, of 
course, letting the facts (such as they were) 
get in the way of a good story. He had an 
unbeatable cast of characters, from shady 
adventurers, snake oil salesmen and thugs to 
the king and queen and the king’s two broth- 
era, who must have felt like eternal brides- 
maids. Dumas knew, as we do, that life had 
other things in store for the future Louis 
XVTT1 and Charles X. 

The necklace affair, in which a very expen- 
sive diamond necklace came to be bought for 
but apparently not in behalf of Marie Antoi- 
nette. and then disappeared, leading to a 
famous trial in 1785-4, is what the French 
call la petite histoire, to separate it from Us 
grands tenements. But petite histoire that it 
was, it is rich in symbolism about the period, 
about contemporary fascination witn seers 
and mystics, and erf course about the huge 
gap between rich and poor (the necklace was 
described as totaling 2,800 carats), as wedl as 
the dissatisfaction among France's wealthy 
bourgeoisie, whose growing clout was one of 
the underpinnings of the Revolution. 

The necklace affair is about faux semb- 
lants, lies and plots and impostors and coin- 
cidences that led to consequences no one 
expected. The Revolution, too, came from 
Hes, plots and coincidences that led to conse- 
quences even the hard-liners like Robes- 
pierre could not have anticipated. 

Dumas, writing in the 19th century, after 
two more, less famous revolutions, could stiD 
see some of the Paris that was his setting. In 
the 1780s, there were only hMMiMpmf* sew- 
ers, not TTYnrh municipal li ghting and the 
constant curse of speeding horses. There 
were few sidewalks, and the haphazard pav- 
ing of the streets meant that, when it nuned, 
the unlucky who were on foot had not only 
to dodge the killer horses, but also to try to 
bop from stone to stone over what seemed at 
times like a river. 

People being endlessly resourceful, most 
street comers had so-called dtcrotteurs who 
for a small fee specialized in deaning shoes, 
g tnrkings and hems, and also hardy men 
from the Savoie and the Auvergne who

According 
to the blurb, they have the ran of special 
airport lounges, separate late check-in with 
two items of cabin baggage, “Space Genera- 
tor" seats with 33-inch pitch and of course 
free champagne, cocktails and wine and 
what looks like quite a decent lunch. If they 
are flying Gatwick-Nice, they can have free 
helicopter transfers to Monte Carlo or 
Cannes. 

Dan-Air — which claims to be second 
largest British scheduled carrier after British 
Airways — is the latest airline to introduce 
business class. It started last October on its 
Gatwick-Paris service (six flights a day each 
way) and Gatwick-Nice run (five flights a 
week each way from March 26). It plans to do 
the same between London and Lisbon, Ma- 
drid, Zurich, Toulouse and Dublin in the 
summer. “One class does not work on these 
routes. We have been dragged into business 
class; you don't get business travelers other- 
wise," says Vic Sheppard, commercial general 
manager for Europe for Dan- Air in London. 

There are two reasons for this. The busi- 
ness traveler, who is forced to pay an outra- 
geous price for an unrestricted ticket on 
most short-haul routes within Europe, re- 
sents sitting next to someone who has paid as 
little as 30 percent of the norma] economy 
fare. And with more airlines striving to win 
the hearts and minds of the “high yield” 
traveler (who represents around 40 percent 
of traffic and 70 percent of revenue) on the 
major trunk routes, you’re able u> choose the 
best business class. You may not get a price 
break but you can shop around for frills. 


It is no coincidence that airlines such as 
Swissair and Austrian Airlines, with high 
standards in economy class, found it hard to 
improve service in front of the movable cur- 
tain. They were reluctant entrants into the 
business class market in 1984 and 1988, 
respectively. 

Lufthansa had a different approach, up- 
grading its economy cabin in 1986 and call- 
ing it business class. This proved to be such a 
good deal for discount passengers that they 
were filling up the plane. According to an 
airline official in London, this has caused so 
much loss of revenue and resentment from 
business travelers that Iofthansa will launch 
a segregated business class on Nov. 1 like 
everyone else. They are planning a new seat 
and better quality meals and drinks. 

Meanwhile. British Airways has been tak- 
ing a long hard look at its business class 
(Club Europe), which it re-launched a year 
ago. “Wardrobes are an important feature, 
free center seat on the longer routes, more 
pitch — not as dramatic as Cub World pong 
haul]; food is OK by and large, although 
that’s not the case in economy — the feed- 
back is of limited approval." says Chris 
Knowles, group brands manager.

T HE Palais-Royal, which in the 18th 
century was turned into shopping gal- 
leries by die financially strapped 
Duke of Orleans, and which throagh its caf 4s 
became a hotbed of pre-revetetionary activi- 
ty — that is, of talk — is today a gentle 
garden surrounded by shops that sell medals 
and old books. The garden may became less 
sleepy, as many shops are being renovated, 
and the entry to the courtyard is graced err 
defaced (depending on your point of view) 
by the striped columns of the sculptor Dan- 
id Boren. 


The Palais-Royal in the 18th century was 
frequented by prostitutes and it was there; the 
stoty goes, that Madame de La Motte found a 
lady of the night who bore a striking resem- 
blance to Marie Antoinette.

From there you can cross to 
the Rue Beanbourg and the Rue Mkhd-le- 
Comte, where amid a series cf wonderful old 
hUd&partiaiurs stands, at Na the Hfrtd 
dHaDw^l, rebuilt in the 18th cennuy by the 
architect Michel Ledoux. Among Ledoux’s 
major prc-Revotutira work was budding the.

customs entrances in the so-called Mur des 
Farmers Gfnfnmx, which the government 
started budding in 1784 to improv e die tax 
coDection service, much to the anger of Pari- 
sians. Few of his pavilions remain — - there is 
one at Place Dmfert-Rochercan that serves

were moved), another in the Buttes Chan- 
mont and one at La Viflette. 


Walk along the Rue des Hmuhicaes and 
turn right at me Roe des Archives, where you 
wdl see die side of the Palms' Soubise, the 
grandiose home of the Cardinal of Rohan 
and now die National Archives. The entry is 
at 60 Rne des Ftancs-Bourgeois, and the 
view of the courtyard is breathtaking— Hke 
a cb&tean in the middle of Paris. (The Ar- 


chives contain die Mns6e de THistmre de 
Fiance, which can be visited from 2 to 7 
PM. every day except Tuesdays and holi- 
days.) 


P ROCEED to the Rne Samt-GSles. In 
this small and unprepossessing street, 
Madame de La Motte is said to have 
lived at-No. 10. At No. 12, die layers that 
make up Paris are evident: A huge arched 
doorway leads into a cobblestone courtyard 
overtaken by workshops. The door is said to 
be what remains of the Hftel de Venise. 

You can then walk to the Brakvard Beau- 
marchais, which in the 18th century was 
known as the Boulevard Samt-Antoine. Be- 
yond it were the faubourgs — a few houses, 
vegetable Grids and factories. 

On the left, at No. 1 Rne Samt-Qande, 
stands the renovated building where 
Caghostro lived. From it, Dumas describe, 
one could see the faubourgs cf Fopmcoort 
and Samt-Antoine (soon to be a hotbed of 
sans culottes) and in the distance the frees of 
the Pfcre Lamaise cemetery. If Cagfiostro 
were living today (be did, after all, describe 
fahnself in the 2780s as being 3,000 years 
old), he would look across the boulevard at 
tall 19th-century apartment buildings, and 
at the incongruous rite of a Jmge yellow 
crane. The crane is standing in a vacant lot in 
the narrow Rue Pdie, surrounded by several 
blocks of singularly ugly modem buddings. 

Dumas Messed the mysterious Caghostro 
with the gift of foresight. But Ik himretf was 
blessed with far better, the gift of hindsight, 
and in the introduction to a Le Collier & la 
Reme? iris somber hero, dining at the home 
of the Mortcbal Kchdieu, foretells what 
seems, in this hixnrions setting, an unHkety 
ftitore, the violent deaths of all of the gnests:

Three days of revelry beginning 
July 13 are to mark 1789*5 culminat- 
ing event, the storming of the Bas- 
tille.

French symphonic orchestras, after a 
planned inaugural rmre r t at the Op- 
tra BastffleTOn the 14th, President 
Francos Mitterrand will preside, 
along with guest heads cf state, over 
the traditional military parade, 
which includes an air force display 
over the Champs Elysdes. Between 8 
and 10 PM, the aveane will be taken 
over by a show organized by Jean- 
Paul Goode, a tribute to the Marseil- 
laise, the French national anthem, 
grouping 10,000 participants from 
aroundFnmce. The city’s traditional 
fir e wor ks display is set for the 15th. 
The pyrotechnic show, with accom- 
panying music, will be between the 
Tower and the Palais de Chafi- 
lot. 

The Declaration of the Rights of 
Man, on Aug. 26, is to be maraed by 
Qf finiai ceremonies inaugurating the 
Grande Arche de la Defense and by 
the reading of a “Universal Declara- 
tion of Youth.” Between 8:30 and 
10:30 P.M-, a show featuring numer- 
ous French and foreign stars will be 
broadcast live in France and some 
places abroad.

Exhibitions 


At the Grand Palais, the central 
bicentennial exhibition presents 
more than 1,000 works from collec- 
tions in 15 countries to illustrate the 
Revolution's repercussions in Eu- 
rope in the decade 1789 to 1799.

Concurrently at the Palais de Ver- 
sailles, the artist’s larger-scale works 
and prefiminary drawings are on 
view.

Oct. 26 to Feb. 12, 1990. 

The Musfc Camavalet, tbe muse- 
um of the history cf Pans, is to re- 
open after expansion at the end of 
June. Twelve rooms in the HO tel Le 
Pdetier de Saint Fargean — a new 
annex connected to the museum by a 
gallery above the LycSe Victor Hugo

Delaware Decision Helps 
Polaroid Takeover Defense

WILMINGTON, Delaware — The Delaware Supreme Court said 
Thursday .that Polaroid Carp, could complete a planned stock-buy- 
back offer that is part of its defease against a hostile takeover bid. 

The court lifted a one-week injunction imposed by the Delaware 
Chancery Court against completion of the $50-per-«hare buyback of 
up to 16 milli on shares, or 22 percent, of Polaroid stock. No reason 
was given. 

Shamrock Holdings Inc. had sought to block completion of the 
buyback pending its appeal to the state Supreme Court of a lower 
court decision nphokting the buyback. 

Shamrock, which has offered S45 per share, off S2.95 billion, for 
Polaroid, said the decision Thursday would stymie its bid. It said 
that once the buyback was complete, shares friendly to Polaroid 
management would rise to 26 percent from 20 percent, while shares 
possibly supporting its bid would fall to 16 percent from 20 percent. 

Gilchrist Sparks, a lawyer for Shamrock, said if the buyback were 
allowed to proceed, the company felt it would have “no dunce of 
success hi the proxy contest** it planned. 

On Monday, Shamrock said that if it did not get the temporary 
one-week injunction against the buyback it would tender its 6.4 
percent stake to Pdaroid. Shamrock lawyers did not say 'nrarsdayif 
the company would tender its shares if the buyback proceeded. 

The court also said h would not issue injanctionspendmg appeal 
against Polaroid’s employee stock ownership plan. Shamrock is also 
appealing a previous lower court decision upholding the plan, which 
involves about 10 million Polaroid shares, or 14 percent of its stock.

— poems, novels, short stories, essays 
and criticism, children's stories and a 
play — appearing like clockwork almost 
vcarlv for more than three decades now? 


Noi surprisingly, considering Updike’s 
prolific articulateness, there is a great deal 
more. Perhaps because be believes that 
“most of the best fiction is written out of 
early impressions, taken in before the 
writer became conscious of himself as a 
writer." he begins by going to the source 
of his own early impressions. 


In “A Soft Spring Night in Shilling- 
ion" — the first of tire six essays that 
make up these memoirs — he returns in 
19S0 to the town in southeastern Penn- 
sylvania where he spent his earliest child- 
hood, and discovers, walking through its 
streets, that the past cannot after all be . 
recaptured. “Shillington, its idle alleys 
and darkened four-square houses, hid 
been m> idea." The idea had been stron- 
ger than the reality. 


Still there are ways to approach the 
reality. One of them fa Updike is to 
identify the connections between his fic- 
tion and his idea. 

Throughout these pages, whenever his 
memories suggest a passage in his wait, 
he will footnote the memory and quote 
the passage. It’s not that he’s showing 
bow closely his art has followed his life. 
It’s the other way around, one suspects; 
he’s trying to detach his life from his art. a 

Another of his approaches to reality is 
to explore the reason he became a writer. 

It’s not surprising to discover that his 
mother was a frustrated novelist, a that 
a high-school teacher memorably com- 
plimented his sense of composition. 

Yet in a wholly remarkable statement 
in his second essay. “At War With My 
Skin." he attributes everything coura- 
geous and original he has done in his life 
— including his aim to become “a crafts- 
man of some sort, doseted and unseen" — 
to his hereditary affliction of psoriasis, 
which he defines as **a metabolic disorder 
that causes the epidermis, which normally 
replaces itself at a gradual unnoticeable 
rate, to speed up the process markedly and 
to produce excess skin ceils." 

You don’t take this assertion literally, 
of course. But he’s more serious than he 
at first appears, and you realize so when 
he affectingly writes about certain other 
disorders that have plagued him inter- 
mittently over the years — particularly 
stuttering, choking, asthma and claustro- 
phobia. 

A reader of “Self-Consciousness" be- 
gins to see Updike's artistic development 


as the marriage of sickness and creativ- 
ity. as well as the triumph of self-disci- 
pline over neurosis, that Thomas Mann 
both portrayed and fulfilled in his ideal 
of the bourgeois artist 
Though Updike doesn't tell his story 
in such terms, he describes his develop- 
ment with his typical combination of 
delicacy and concreteness. He insists on 
his middle-class background, buttressing 
his case with a passionate yet self -search- 
ing elaboration of his controversial stand 
in favor of the United Stales’s mission in 
Vietnam (“On Not Being a Dove"). 

Yet he admits that for all his rooted- 
ness in middle- American soil he always 
sensed that he was supposed to tran- 
scend his beloved Shillington. “The as- 
sumption was in the air, like the high 
humidity and the eye- irritating pollen, 
that I should get out" 

Yet at the end of “Self-Conscious- 
ness." none of Updike's puzzles are 
solved. In “On Bang a Self Forever," he 
betrays as great a panic over the idea of 
extinction as he did in his earliest writ- 
ing. He probes his precarious ideas of 
immortality and hopes that as his head 
grows “full of holes where ooce there was 
electricity and matter” he will feel no 
“more pain of loss than 1 do now ” 

But you sense that for him the only 
verily remains what it always has been: 
writing is aD. Only through writing could 
his self achieve consciousness.

He 
discarded a dub from his hand and could 
not now be defeated. West tried the dub 
king, which did no good, but another 
tramp would not have helped. Sooth 
would have won in the dummy and 
raffed a diamond. He would then have 
raffed a heart and ruffed out die dia- 
mond queen and crossed to dummy with 
the club ace to score diamond winners. 
In the replay. South failed in the same 
six-spade contract, but (he unsuccessful 
declarer was one of Bergen's immmaT w 
The players bad seated themselves in the 
wrong direction, so 16 deals had to be 
replayed.

He was responsible for MBcm-doHar idevision 
contracts, bro u g h t pro football into prime time 
and helped increase toe value of franchises into 
the S100 million range.
